IlM^verlug tlie Corp«e«. 

The work of digging out the corpses 
yet in the ruins scattered all over th« 
place is pro(.pessing somewhat slower. 
The tlfteeu bodies tukt^u from the door 
of Alina hull were tlie lust recovered. It 
is impossible to tell when the uufurtun- 
Htes will be dug out if ever, although 
a large force of men are at work at tliu 
hall. 

Yesterdav the first blast of gunpowder 
•WHS tired aI the bri<lKe. It proved move 
effective tlian any of the charges of dy- 
namite heietofoie used, anil hurled 
fragments debris 300 feet into the air. 
Mingled with it was a round fragment, 
whicn l<N}ked like the trunk of a Hiuuan 
body. It fell bock into the wattv with a 
great rolaah and glided with the sirif t 
ounent ondeir the oridge beforo it oonld 
be pulled in with pike polea. Exploeiou 
after exnkwifin of dynamite followed tho 
blast of gunpowder, the detonations 
coming so oIom together that thev might 
almost Ije taken for the oontiuuoua dis- 
charge of heavy guns. An opening 400 
feet long, which runs back in s^tinc 
places Ulty feet, was made during the 
nitemoou.

I think the or- 
er will be issued this araning to bum 
everything all over these cUst^ta This 
is the siuest plan to prevent any con- 
tagion or epidemic, but understand, 
tbara is no immadiata danger of epi- 
danilo aa long as the weather keeps as 
oodL as it ia now. There is not so mudi 
danger from decomposition and putre- 
faction unless the weather changes and 
becomes warm. There ia no use in ex- 
citing the peopU ia FIttirtnixg and other 
ixiiute down t}M mtf. We have re- 
ceived 10,000 poaaw « best disinfect - 
auit known, but it is sfanply imi>o8sible 
to disinfect a bodr being under a pile of 
debris. I onnldn t give you unv uleu of 
what it would cost to disiufeot tiiose dis- 
tricts, but I do know it would be the 
biggest kind of an undertakin;j;. ' 

Dr. Gratrs plan of disposing of the 
debris id>ove the bridge ll to SoaMsroil 
ov< r it and burn it.

East ConemauKh, Woodvale, 
Ken-sville, Cambria, Miiiersville, Mor- 
rellville, Sheridan and Coopersdale, 
wltich. ^rith Johnstown, constitute the 
string of communities in the dke<;t path 
of tiie flood, is about 2,000, and the loss 
of property, exclusive of rennsyhania 
milroud jwoperty, about >*(i,ooo.ooo. 
Johnstown proper and Millville will 
possibly add 7,000 to the death list and 
aliout $18,000,000 to the Itnaucial loss. 
The Pennsylvania railroad's loss will be 
alnntt $10,000,000 more, making the 
total loss as near as it can now be fig- 
iired over 9,000 lives and more tHOOO.- 
000 of proper^. 

The loss of life at Johnstown tn-oper 
is but littie mote than a guess. It is too 
large a place for anybody to know every- 
body, and the survivors are so scattered 
that the rei>:istrntion of tho living, which 
has reinshed ri.OOO iu the district, IikU- 
oates nothinjf. The loss in the smaller 
towns is obtained from leiulimr men in 
each, who ha\ e in a measure L(ot tlieii 
heads again, and ore able to think with 
some coolness.

OmoAoo, June 7.— The Oronin in- 
quest was resumed at 10:1S o'clock. 
Willard J. Smith, the young man who 

was for a time suspe(?ted to be (!ough- 
lin's friend from ^licliigaii, was the first 
witness. Nothing new was developed 
by his testituouy. One of the sensations 
of the day waa the introduction of the 
books of the firm of J. T. Lester k Com- 
pany, containing the account of the 
dealings of Alexander Sullivan with the 

concern. 

L. ^loore. a clerk in tho eaiploy of 
J. T. Lester \- Company, was then 
called. He testified from a memo- 
ruuduin to certain transactions Alex- 
ander Sullivmi Inul vitli tho firm. Tiiey 
were i-hictly in railroad stocks, and 
tiovered a i)eriod from .liiiie 1, ISS'2, to 
Febniaiy 'JH. ls,s:t. The total tnules 
showed a loss to Sullivan of between 
$5,000 to !itH,0<»0. The total amount of 
margins was !i<l'J5,00<). 

John W. Moore, the collector for the 
same firm teatilUd aa to the amount of 
colle<rtionfj. 

Thomas O CIoniior, an emoloye of the 
city law department was tlie next wit- 
ness. He WHS a member of Camp 8(5, 
Clan-na-ttiK 1, the same one to whioh 
Coughlin and P. O. Sullivan belonged. 
He ha 1 known Dr. Cro.iiu for fotir or 
five years. Dr. Cronin to! 1 him he waa 
afraid of his lite, on account of some ex- 
posures he had ma<le of misappropiia- 
uons of funds by certain meiubers m the 
Olan-na-Gael, He did not mention any 
names. Witness advised him to go arine^ 
atuight. Had know n Coughlin for four or 
fiveyears. UeuietP. O. f3iilli\an in front 
of his house the third niuht after Dr. 
Cronin s ilisapiwaronce. He asked Sul- 
livan how loug he h<id known Cronin. 
Siillivau said, ever since John Finerty 
run for city t:et9r.rdr. 

Witness was present when Daniel 
Brown, of Camp Id, Glon-na-Oael, and 
a polhte offii^r on duty at Stanton ave- 
nue station, presented and read charges 
iu Camp (10. which he had preaenteain 
Camp lii. They charged Dr. Oronin 
with leading in the camp of which he 
was the chief offlcer, a ciroular from m 
camp whioh had been expelled from the 
order by the executive body. 

A committee compose*! of Lawrence 
R Bucklev. Frank Murray, Daniel
